In times of 
stress it is hu- 
man nature to 
feel .that the 
frustration and 
pressure for 
decisions are 
all ours, and 
that the enemy 
is somehow 
free of them. 

Yet, of all 
the wrinkled 
brows in the 

; world today, 
none is likely more creased than 
those of Mao Tse-tung and Joseph 
Stalin and their staffs. Events 
have brought them to the brink of 
a decision. The West can wait, not 
with ease to be sure, but it can 
wait. 

Within the next few days the 
Russians must make up their 
minds. They have two basic 
choices. They must enter the war 
cn Mao's side, or loose their own 
planes in his behalf, knowing this 
will mean our entry and possible 
bombardment of Moscow itself. 
Or, they must somehow find a 
formula for Mao Tse-tung to 
withdraw from the fighting where 
his badly mauled soldiers are 
“volunteers”’—not officially Chi- 
nese troops—and agree to a 
“cease fire.” 


Dilemma 


This is a dilemma probably 
not anticipated. It would seem 
the: Chinese and Russians had 
figured themselves able to drive 


us out of Korea. They were closer 
to it than imagined. One real 


breakthrough would have done it. | 
We would have been so smashed | 


and washed up on the eastern and 
western shores of Korea as to be 
unable to regroup and become ef- 
fective. This was the big gamble. 
They rolled their iron dice twice 
and failed. Indeed, the first as- 
sault came nearer a breakthrough 
than the second. 

It is apparent to even the lay- 
man’s eye that General Matthew 
Ridgway devised a tactic which 
made it possible for him to plug 
up the immediate breaks in his 
cefense and prevent a break- 
through of disaster size..His line 
was not a line, but a series of 
concentrations of troops in depth, 
assembled in groups not unlike 
the shape of an egg» These could 
be moved back, or forward, or 
to either side in strength. 

The cold-blooded Soviet ex- 
periment—with Chinese troops— 
to determine what masses of 
troops, greatly outnumbering 
well-equipped Western troops, 
could do attacking with only 
mortars, automatic weapons, little 
artillery and no air support—has 
given the Soviets an answer 
which probably makes them 
somewhat unhappy.

WASHINGTON, May 23—Sec- 
retary of State Acheson declared 
Wednesday that a settlement of 
the bitter British-Iranian oil dis- 
pute is of great importance to “the 
entire free world.” 

Restating the position of the 
United States as it was set forth 
in a statement of policy Friday 
night, the Secretary again ap- 
pealed for peaceful negotiations of 
the oil nationalizatjon controversy, 
insistently disavowed any United 
States intentions of intervening, 
and reminded Iran at the same 
time of the U. S. government’s 
disapproval of “unilateral action 
of a confiscatory nature.” 

Acheson told reporters at his 
news conference that the United 
States still believed “very earnest- 
ly” that the dispute between the 
British and Iranian governments 
“can and should be settled by ne- 
gotiation between those parties.” 

The Secretary expressed sur- 
prise at the bitter reaction of 
Iranians to the position taken by 
the United States. The. U. S. gov- 
ernment, he went on, has no 
thought of intervening, and is cer- 
tainly neither hostile nor opposed 
“to the stated desires of the Iran- 
jans in regard to the control of 
their resources.”

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School Progress in City and County 


The Atlanta and Fulton County boards 
of education this week reported on expen- 
ditures, new buildings and the progress of 
the past year. Both reports are excellent 
for all concerned. They. are especially: 
heartening in the field of race relations and 
of fair play and nondiscrimination against 
Negro school children. We sincerely be- 
lieve other school systems in the state could 
profit by a study of the progress made in 
Atlanta and Fulton County. 


Fulton County has completed a building 
program made possible by bond issues of 
1946 and 1949. The Atlanta bond fund 
building program has not yet been com- 
pleted. 


New school buildings, additional class- 
rooms, auditoriums, lunchrooms, libraries 
and other needed improvements have been 
made, and are being made, in both city 
and county. Every school in the city sys- 
tem soon will be placed on a single-session 
basis, teaching loads will be normal and 
all schools will’ be housed in permanent 
buildings. 

Negro schools have received 29 per cent 
of the Atlanta school bond money and be- 
fore the program is finished the Negroes 
will have received one-third of the fund. 
This is in addition to white schools con- 
verted to Negro use, and additions thereto, 
valued at a total of more than $1,100,000. 
Negro schools already have received a 
great deal more than was _ promised 
originally. 

Fulton County has a Negro school 
population of about 17 per cent of the 
total enrollment. Of the 1946 bond money, 
21 per cent was spent on construction 
and consolidation of Negro schools, and 
of the 1949 funds, 31 per cent. Fulton 
County, like others, had to “catch up.” In 
some of our other counties the amount of 
necessary catching up that must be done 
presents a really serious problem. 


The Issue Is 


There is danger the real issue concern- 
ing operation of the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment will be obscured in the discussion of 
insurance rates and loss ratios. 

The immediate problem is neither. 

Two groups of experts have charged the 
fire department is inefficient, and inca- 
pable, as presently organized, of furnish- 
ing adequate protection to lives and prop- 
erty in the city. It does not prove or dis- 
prove that charge to say Atlanta’s fire 
loss ratio for last year was twice or one- 
half what Chief Styron claims. If the de- 
partment did not furnish the maximum 
possible protection, it still fell short of 
what the people have a right to demand. 


Protection

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Fulton County has now completed the 
consolidation of 18 Negro schools, many of 
them substandard, into six new, modern, 
fully equipped schools. A second high 
school, the Henry Turner School, will be 
dedicated next Monday. This building will 
house also the Anderson Park elementary 
school and is constructed with that in mind. 
In this fashion combination uSe of library 
and cafeteria facilities can be had. It is a 
sensible move and one which should be 
imitated in other schools for both races. 
The library at the Henry Turner School is 
one of he very best in the state. 

The city’s record is equally good. There 
is no finer school than the Carver Voca- 
tional School for Negroes. The.gymnasium 
at Howard High School for Negroes is supe- 
rior to any in the South. And the Hope 
and Davis Negro elementary schools, to 
name but two, rank with the best. 

City schools will face new problems 
and additional demands on Jan. 1 when the 
Plan of Improvement becomes effective 
extending the city limits 82 square miles 
and adding 17,000 school pupils and 38 
buildings. 

City and county boards have worked 
together in excellent fashion to lay plans 
to meet these needs. New building re- 
quirements for both the present city and 
schools in the area to be annexed are more 
than $6,000,000. 

The Fulton board also has plans for the 
future. They would complete the consoli- 
dation of Negro schools. It is a record to 
be proud of, and we are sure the citizens 
are happy with it. 

While on the subject, the two boards, 
city and county, have worked out all their 
plans for the revisions necessary under 
the Plan of Improvement and there have 
been no rows or exhibitionist acts of jeal- 
ousy or petty dissension. We commend to 
other departments the high level of co- 
operation set by the two school boards. 


We think Chief Styron’s suggestion of 
a survey by the National Fire Protection 
Association an excellent one. This organi- 
zation has had experience in city-wide fire 
surveys. It maintains capable engineers 
on its staff who are thoroughly qualified 
to do the job. The association would not 
hesitate to criticize either the fire depart- 
ment or the underwriters’ organizations. 
And since Chief Styron is the author of 
the suggestion, he would be bound to ac- 
cept the results of the survey. 

We urge the mayor and City Council 
to get at the core of the problem. Con- 
fusing the issue, as already has been at- 
tempted, will get us nowhere. 


A Young Man and Farming 


We had a call from a young farmer, 
Ralph Jackson, from near Rockmart, Ga., 
who came to talk about a Rotary club pro- 
gram. Turned out he was a Georgia Tech 
graduate and we fell to talking about how 
the graduate of an engineering school 
ended up as a farmer. His answers inter- 
ested us. 

“When I left the farm I hated it,” he 
said. “But every year I spent at school 
I found myself thinking more about farm- 
ing. In my last year I knew I wanted 
independence and a family. I figured farm- 
ing was the best place for independence 


and the best place to raise a family. I, 


went back home and worked for my fa- 
ther as a farm hand for two years. Did 
everything there was to be done. Then 
‘I went into partnership with my father 
and worked one of the farms he had, pay- 
ing him a percentage of my earnings. 
Now we are going to dissolve that part- 
nership and I am going on my own farm.” 


He has his family, one child and another 
one expected. Things have worked out 
about as he planned, though the going has 
been hard. He wouldn’t swap it for 
anything, for the farm is giving him what 
he wants. 

His visit made us feel good and started 
us thinking. The FHA has done a4ine job 
for adults—men whose communities know 
them to be hard workers and good farm- 
ers and who assist.them to obtain FHA 
long-term loans. But there ought to be 
some form of credit for the young men 
who want to go into farming and whose 
families can’t help them with credit. There 
would be some to call it socialization, but 
we'd call it good sense and an aid toward 
building a better, free-enterprise United 
States if the 4-H Club and Future Farm- 
ers of America organizations could have 
available federal loans on a long-time basis 
for these young men, carefully screened 
by local committees, who want, to farm.

GOP Worried 
About ‘Ike’ 


WASHINGTON—After going along compla- 
cently on the gssumption that President Truman 
will be a candidate for a third term and would 

be an easy man to beat, the Republicans are waking up to the 
possibility that Gen. Dwight Eisenhower may be the Democratic 
nominee next year. It is disturbing them no little. 

At the recent meeting of the Republican National Committee 
at Tulsa there was much talk about the likelihood of Eisenhower 
being taken over by the Democrats. It has been echoed in many 
of the political discussions that have taken place in Washington 
since then. 

The thing thaf has set it off actively has been the issue raised 
over the MacArthur controversy. Republican leaders in Congress 
have, for the most part, embraced the cause of Gen. Douglas Mac- 

ur, who would make Asia the main testing ground in our efforts 
to contain communism. General Eisenhower, on the other hand, 
takes a diametrically opposed position, holding that our chief inter- 
est lies in Western Europe with its vast pool of skilled labor and 
high steel production. 

One prominent Eastern Republican senator recently warned 
his colleagues that they were driving Eisenhower into the Demo- 
cratic ranks by embracing the MacArthur cause. In private talks 
he has been telling them that they are making it impossible for 
the general to accept a Republican nomination, even if it were 
offered him. He professes to see a situation developing that will 
lead inevitably to Eisenhower’s nomination by the Democrats, if 
President Truman, as many now believe, decides to step down at 
the end of his present term. 


4 In his latest weekly syndicated column, 
Kent Column Frank Kent, the well-known political ana- 
lyst, tells of similar fears that are beginning to be felt by Repub- 
licans. He points out that President Truman has it in his power 
to deliver the nomination to General Ike, if he wants to, simply 
by holding off any announcement of his plans for retirement until 
the convention meets. Under those circumstances, he concedes that 
the Democrats would nominate him on the first ballot—‘and unani- 
mously,” provided the Republicans hadn’t beat them to the gun and 
nominated Eisenhower first. 

Mr. Kenrt then quotes “one experienced and astute Republican” 
as making this comment on the situation: “Why,” he said, “that 
makes Eisenhower’s nomination by us inevitable. The possibility 
amounts to coercion. We just couldn’t take the risk. Look at the 
facts—our convention must be held first. -Our date is already fixed. 
If we fail to ‘draft’ the general and Mr. Truman and the Demo- 
crats do draft him, why we are down the drain again. No one we 
name would stand a chance. We can beat Truman this time. 
We can beat anyone else they have to offer. But we can’t beat 
Eisenhower. It makes no difference what he stands for or whom 
we put up. If that possibility exists—and it does—we have got 
to nominate him.” 


Toning Down That is a fair indication of how the Repub- 
licans are beginning to look at the situation. 
It explains in a measure why many prominent GOP leaders are 
now toning down on the MacArthur controversy. Its political 
undertones are beginning to appear. ; 

But the anonymous “experienced and astute Republican” quoted 
by Mr. Kent failed to consider one factor in the situation which 
may be the key to what ultimately happens with respect to Gen- 
eral Eisenhower. And that is that President Truman does not have 
to wait until the Democratic convention meets to foreclose the 
matter. He is in position to call the general in today and offer him 
the nomination, if he is of a mind to. 

Shrewd politician that he is, Mr. Truman may be expected to 
do it just that way, without leaving anything to the chance that 
the Republicans might nominate him ahead of the Democrats—if 
he is thinking of Eisenhower as the logical man to succeed him 
in the White House. He could announce his program just before 
the Republican convention met. 

There is a growing feeling among Democrats that the Presi- 
dent will Handle the matter in precisely’this way. Some suspect 
that he has even already worked out his arrangenfents with the 
general. It will be interesting to see what happens.

In Thomaston this week to fill the postdessert 
spot on the Kiwanis menu, I toured the new facil- 
ity under the guidance of Chris Neubert, hospital 
superintendent; Olin Miller, prolific paragrapher 
of national note, and Leon Smith and J. B. Hardy, 
editors, respectively, of the Thomaston Publish- 
ing Co.’s Free Press and Times.

AS SUPERINTENDENT NEUBERT called 
attention to the features of the hospital, Editor 
Hardy beamed as if he were the daddy of a 
10-pound boy just carried to the nursery from 
the air-conditioned delivery room. He had a right 
to paternal pride, this slight, quiet, elderly man, 
for he is chairman of the city-county authority 
which built the place. As for the superintendent, 
in the month since the hospital opened, he has 
burned lgss than a tank of gas in his private car. 
Chris Neubert is not going to get far away from 
the new baby until the infant is well on its feet. 

Like the other new hospitals opened in Geor- 
gia since the Hill-Burton Act made them possible, 
the Upson institution is the latest word in the 
treatment of the sick or erippléd. Surgical ap- 
paratus, sanitation, patient comfort and care are 
the best that science and a million and a quarter 
dollars can provide. 

For instance, in answer to a patient’s call no 
longer must a nurse go to the room to see what 
is the need, then make another trip to fill that 
need. Through an intercom, the man in bed can 
tell her exactly what he wants, thus the extra trip 
is eliminated. 


Each room is wired for radio, too. Either 
headsets or pillow speakers will be installed $0 
that the therapy of music, “Life Can Be Beauti- 
ful” or “Just Plain Bill” can come into the room 
to speed the healing processes. Ang if radio 
comes, can TV be far behind! 

Room rates start at $6.50. Where can you 
get a hotel room with radio for six bucks and 
a half? 
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THESE NEW HOSPITALS—in Upson, Cobb, 
Spalding, Terrell, Burke and other counties—are 
evidence in brick and glass and stainless steel of 
a better day for health in Georgia. They are 
bringing the emergency room and the operating 
room and*the hands of skilled doctors within the 
reach of families to which these lifesaving facili- 
ties have been only remotely accessible. 

They are not paying their way, as no one ex- 
pected they would, to start with at least. They will 
have to be supported by a tax subsidy for awhile, 
maybe always. But why shouldn’t they be? 

As a Thomaston dector said, “You don’t worry 
because the police and fire departments are not 
self-supporting, why get upset if the guardian of 
community health can’t quite pay its way?” 

That puts it very neatly—the proper policy in 
regard to financing these great new hospitals. 
Hospital boards have started out with a standard 
of service in keeping with the physical plant as 
their objective. Service, training of administra- 
tive and nursing staffs and the salaries of per- 
sonnel must not be allowed to drop. 

A city or county which fails to give its fine 
hospital full support will be selling itself mighty 
short. |

Mundt proposes, nor in the idea of building a strong Republican party in the South, which is not

It has been given fresh impetus by the 1948 
bolt from the Democratic Party of four South- 
ern states having 38 electoral votes. That is quite 
a temptation to Republicans looking to another 
national election and currently encouraged by 
the low popular rating of Trumanism. 


Likewise, such a coalition prospect re- 
ceives continuing inspiration from the still- 
virile coalition in Congress of Republicans 
and Southern Democrats, which the senator 
points to in his speeches as exhibiting a 
“likemindedness” that should lead to some- 
thing also in presidential elections. 


This brings us to the senator’s specific pro- 
gram. He has worked it out in considerable 
detail. There are still some “ifs,” for it is predi- 
cated on what both the Democratic and Repub- 


’ liean conventions may do. 


As for the Democrats, there is the assump- 
tion that they will not nominate a Southerner, 
which seems sound, and that the party will 
endorse a civil-rights program, still anathema 
to the South, and perhaps economic and social 
reforms that do not sit well in some powerful 
Southern quarters.

A Plea for Grace and: Grammar 


TUCSON, Ariz.—The managing editors a other nabobs of our journalism 
might thank me for observing thet our craft has deteriorated very badly and that 
they are to blame. This slovenly habit began in the Timestyle gibberish of the 
Chinaboy Luce enormities, ‘This quaint fellow, in his juornalistic aberrations, 

f © | deliberately adopted a code of pidgin cliches, offensive to the eye and ear of per- 

sons of taste which, like the monster of hideous mien, nevertheless presently got 

embraced. Our craft has a distinctly simian failing in that we adopt with prideless alacrity vulgar 
innovations which degrade our journalistic writings and the prestige of our institution. 


The press. associations, under great pressure 

still loyal to the first principle of journalism, 
which is truth, have abandoned grace altogether. 
In their frantic haste to get it written and cleared 
on the wire they have developed a litter of 
standard mechanical parts, some of them defi- 
wntly ungrammatical, as, for example, where 
“the district attorney said he is preparing to move 
immediately.” 

We squander millions on a form of custodial 
care which is miscalled education but frankly 
‘admit that all this is a flop by writing down 
“to the intelligence of the graduates. The reason 
for this illicit change of tense in a sentence is a 
belief, based on experience, that most people, 
the product of our universities, can’t under- 
stand this particular form of statement unless it 
is written incorrectly. But the reason is not an 
@xcuse. We should write it right. If they can’t 
understand good English, to hell with them. 

I find, in casual gleaning, many compound 
atrocities of thts kind: “A White-House author- 
ized statement last night said—” and “the House- 
Passed measure now goes to the Senate where—.” 

ese fearful gaucheries are inexcusable in a 
press which pretends to skill in its native lan- 
guage. The fact that some perverse grammarian 
in the prevailing sulky mood of the. profes- 
sariat could defend them against charges of in- 
correctness does not justify their use. 


There is such a quality as grace, such a 

' thing as style and it would cost only a 

couple of monosyllables in each case to make 

the difference between a low type of jour- 

nalese guillah and respectable English ex- 
pression. 


When a local cub employs such a horrible 
form as “the sharp-tongued chairman of the 
‘county board—” it is difficult to admonish him 
when he can turn to the smorgasbord page and 
cite a syndicated illiterate in Washington who 
gets perhaps $50,000 a year and is “interviewed” 
by the locals in his handsome suite when he 
hits Des Moines, Peoria or Butte. 

He can appeal to the same precedent, or, 
anyway, to the Associated Press, when he is 
‘ehided for using a man’s age as an adjective, 
thus: “The 43-year-old husband explained that—.” 


This distinctly traceable originally to Chinaboy, 
who seems to have developed a squint in his 
mentality through his early associations in 
Shantung. It was Henry (pronounced Henly) 
Luce who also almost obliterated the definite 
article from our journalese English, a _ crude, 
spiggoty form-which found immediate approval 
on copy desks all over the country. 

The English papers always imitate the worst 
features of American emphasis and style, achiev- 
ing some unimaginable horrors in the process, 
so I assume that the artide “the” is practically 
extinct over there. 

It is really an excellent article and, though 
not always essential, makes for symmetry and, 
after all, takes only three letters. 


One reads of a jury in a murder trial 
which “neared the end of its sixth verdict- 
less day.” This is quickly understandable, 
but could it have been put worse? Yet, such 
are standards now that the author’s name 
was given in a by-line, which is the tradi- 
tional recognition of superior writing. 


One reads of “icicle-nerved Ben Hogan,” a 
golfer, and of a baseball team which was “injury- 
jinxed.” Persons are “hospitalized” and not only 
that but this vile linoleum-cut often is used to 
start a sentence, thus: “Hospitalized after a 
head-on crash at Elm and Spruce at 8 o’clock 
last night were:—.” We encounter escapees and 
amputees and this, verbatim, from a brightener 
about a man who caught a 45-pound halibut: 
“Hooking the fish was C. I. Sunderland, 5636 
Cecelia St.” I come of an era when a journalist 
would have written that C. I. Sunderland had 
hooked the fish. 

A New York political pundit writes that 
Truman wrestled “with the most dynamite- 
packed decision of his presidency” and, to top 
that, a Washington savant of similar hue speaks 
of “the Hoover commission-recommended con- 
solidation” of a number of agencies. 

I commend these irritations to the editors 
with a minimum of deference. They bespeak 


-a failure not of the clumsy hands who hacked 


them out but of the executives who have let them 
into the stylebook.

“Well,” says John, “we know, for instance, 
that legumes residue, including the roots, are gone 
within 60 days after turning under, and we know 
.the oats and lespedeza residues are gone within 
four months after turning under. 


“Now, we learn this fescue residue is

' under. Which means there will be little soil 
Joss or moisture loss following fescue grass, 
whereas there is considerable soil and mois- 
ture loss following the legumes and the oats 
and lespedeza mixtures. It is an important 
discovery.” 


_..As every conservationist now knows, there is 
present at all times the problem of making a 
.crop (whether row crops or pasture crops) with- 
out losing too much soil and/or moisture from 
the field in which the crop is grown.

ture loss, some means must be found to over- 
come this fact. Also, the conservationists know 
that for years we folks in Georgia planted Aus- 
trian winter peas or hairy vetch in the fall (and 
still do to some extent) and turned them under 
in March as green manure for the following crop 
of cotton or corn. This was expensive and fairly 
tiresome. 

The new grass gives a rotation of three years’ 
grass to one year of some other crop, and by the 
time the residues are gone from the soil the land 
is back in grass again. 

We had learned already that the fescue grass 
made the soil mellow and tillable. More than any 
other crop, im fact. Now we learn another aspect 
of farming with perennial grasses, viz: the soil 
and moisture losses are much less because of in- 
creased residue remaining in the soil during the 
cropping season. 

It is beginning to appear that in grass Risin 
ing all things work together for good. 


7 High Stakes in a Terrible Game 


LONDON—As these words are written, the betting appears to be about even that the British will 


move troops to south Persia. 


At any rate, they are just about up against the grim choice between 


taking all the heavy risks of this step, or taking the consequences of outright expropriation of their 
Iranian oil resources. Furthermore, the British cannot easily move troops without a minimum of Ameri- 
can moral support—at least enough to see them through a charge of aggression before the United 


Nations. 


The future of the Western alliance, which America leads, also hangs upon the outcome in 


Persia. Hence this British choice is, at the same time, inescapably an American choice. 


Until now, even the hardier spirits in the For- 
-@ign Office have only been talking abou. moving 
troops to “protect the lives of British nationals” 
in Persia. Now, however, the veils are dropping. 


It is almost certain that Sir Oliver Franks 

- has already been instructed to talk with Sec- 
retary of State Dean G. Acheson about the 
more realistic problem of protecting the foun- 
dations of the British economy and the stra- 
tegic balance in the Middle East. 


Events over the weekend forced this facing of 
Yacts, from which London has hitherto shrunk 
away almost as nervously as Washington. On 
‘Saturday, the British ambassador at Teheran, Sir 
- Francis Shepherd, rather desperately suggested 
to the shah that he might form a more rational 
government. But it was too late for this expedi- 
_ent. On Sunday while the prime minister, Dr. 
Mossadegh, crouched in his barricaded room, his 
/representative, Hussein Makki, told the Persian 
Parliament that the existing government would 
never negotiate the oil dispute with the British. 


A miracle may of course rescue the British and 
American policymakers from the dilemma on 
whose horns they have been wriggling like be- 
fuddled tadpoles. But since little short of a mir- 
acle can prevent the grim choice from being 
»made this week, it is now wise to examine its 
real nature. 


No one in his senses can find much that is 
“attractive about the first alternative—a move- 
“ment of British troops to south Persia Britain 
‘does not really have enough airborne forces for 
“the j6b. Even to secure control of the minimum 
“territory, Abadan island with its vital refinery, 
will be a dirty business, probably involving heavy 
‘losses of life on both sides. Such a crass impe- 
“trialist act will make, to say the least, a bad im- 
~ pression elsewhere in the Middle and Far East. 


It may touch off a Russian invasion of north 

-Persia. It will quite probably give the Commu- 
nist Tudeh Party the desired chance to seize 
power at Teheran. It will perhaps result in a 
far more disagreeable repetition of the Korean 
pattern on Persian sdil. It may, just conceivably, 
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lead to a world war. The list of objections is 


formidable indeed. 


But, as usual, the choice now is not 
between bad and good. but between evil and 
more evil. If American influence or indiffer- 
ence deters the British government from pro- 
tecting their oil resources, the following con- 
sequences will be almost unavoidable: 


First, the British economy, which depends 
exclusively upon Middle Eastern oil, will receive 
a fatal blow. The huge American investment 
in maintaining the British as a great power ally 
will be transformed into money down the drain. 
What has previously been done for Britain will 
be forgotten because America has not stood by 
her ally in this hour of need; and the Anglo- 
American partnership, the core of Western 
strength, will dissolve in a tempest of mutual 
recrimination. 

Second, the economics of Western Europe 
and India will also be disrupted. And a cessa- 
tion of the oil flow from Abadan will make it 
fantastically costly, and in wartime almost pro- 
hibitively difficult, to supply the fleets in the 
Mediterranean and the vital strategic airbases 
there. 

Third, Persian success in expropriating Brit- 
ish oil will set an example that will quickly 
be imitated. in Egypt, in Iraq, and-in every 
other nation in a remotely similar situation. 
There will be no controlling the chain reaction. 
Furthermore, the strain imposed on these weak 
governments by biting off so much more than 
they can chew will equally inevitably produce 
secondary political results of great violence. 

Dr. Mossadegh and his followers think they 
are keeping one jump ahead of the Tudeh Party 
by their handling of the oil issue. But it is 
even more likely that the Tudeh will be the 
ultimate beneficiary if Dr. Mossadegh now suc- 
ceeds In his plans, than if he is frustrated by 
forcible measures. 

The price of a policy of inaction, in’short, is 
a gigantic change in the world balance of power, 
altering the whole Middle Eastern pattern, shak- 
ing the Western alliance to its foundations, and 
perhaps destroying it. This is no Mexican oil 
squabble. This is the terrible game of power 
politics, being played for the greatest stakes,

Late next month the Ameri- 
can Merchant Marine, a gener- 
ally overlooked service be- 
tween wars, will be dramati- 
cally strengthened by the ad- 
dition of the American Export 
Line’s United States. 

The United States, to be chris- 
tened at Newport News, Va., is 
990 feet long, faster than any 
liner afloat, will carry 2,000 
peacetime passengers (or almost 
a full division in time of war) 
and promises to be the first real 
challenge we’ve made to foreign 
maritime powers in half a cen- 
tury. 


WE HAVE BEEN letting our 
shipping chances go out the 
window since the Savannah's 
time. Antagonism toward steam 
shortened the life ef the trail- 
blazing vessel. Its owners al- 
most sold it to the Russians, 
after Czar Alexander visited the 
ship and presented Capt. Moses 
Rogers with a gold watch. 


Thereafter we went in for 
fast-mail, quick-cargo service, 
with the romantic clippers. 


The War Between the States 
and settling of the Middle and 
Far West lost for us our pri- 
mary interest in the sea. The 
nation’s maritime strength de- 
clined with each year. By the 
eve of World War I, though our 


oindustrial expansion had been 
‘historic, American ships were 


carrying less than 10 per cent 
of our foreign trade. 

We paid no heed to our lowly 
position in shipping until the 
Merchant Marine Act of 1936. 
The act ignited a modest build- 
ing program which was cli- 
maxed with the launching of 
the America, about a year be- 
fore she had to be pressed into 
action as the troop-carrying 
West Point. 

The shipping picture clouded 
again after V-J Day. We had 
about enough cargoships, tank- 
ers and the like to make a seri- 
ous bid for supremacy. 

Our weakness was, and to 
an extent, remains, top-flight 
passenger liners. The British, 
French and Dutch moved back 
into contention to take the 
cream off the fast transatlantic 
crossings. But a year ago we 
began to punch back, The 
American President Line had 
three ’round-the-worlders build- 
ing at Camden, and 


American 
Export’s Independence and Con-. 


stitution were well along the 
ways, 

When war broke out in Ko- 
rea, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
grabbed the three President 
ships and completed them as 
transports. But the American 
Export passenger jobs (quickly 
convertible to troops and gear) 
have been born, and it looks 
like we're almost back to the 
eminence the Savannah tried to 
give us in 1819.

) existence. A recent baccalaureate speaker was Governor Talmadge, and he told 

Ciniatesih seniors some pertinent and sense-making facts about the state in which they live. The 
governor declared—with the usual high idealism of graduation speakers—that “we stand on the 
verge of the most golden era of opportunity ever witnessed in Georgia.” That covers a lot of ter- 


ritory—58,876 square miles, to be exact—but 
there is ample reason to believe there is a firm 
foundation of truth in the assertion. 

Going on to review strides in Georgia, Gover- 
nor Talmadge said: “Educationally, industrially 
and agriculturally your state is making the great- 
est progress in its history. Talmadge expressed 
the hope that this progress could be carried on 
without the interruption of “full-scale war.” 


Industrially, the Governor is backed up 
by the record number of new industries 
established in Georgia since World War II, 
and teday there are more persons employed 
in manufacturing in Georgia than at any time 
in -its history. 


He went on to point out the growing bene- 
fits of diversified farming, with the importance 
of pasture development and the accompanying 
livestock industry. All that is true. 

Finally, the governor urged the graduates to 
stay in Georgia, to aid in the state’s progress. 
That is certainly a valid plea, for Georgia has 
indeed made great progress in the past decade 
or so, and the horizon stretches forth.

Some go to find 
jobs, and some go to receive more education, fre- 
quently never to return. The South, and Geor- 
gia, today are providing more job opportunity 
than ever before. With the growing industriali- 
zation there is greater and greater choice for the 
young people reaching for careers. This revolu- 
tion in Dixie will take away the “career” ad- 
vantage which in the past has lured the section’s 
young people to other parts of the nation. 

Educationally, Georgia has charted an ambi- 
tious program of improvement of its common 
schools, and more money is being put into the 
University System. It is understandakle that the 


grammar schools and high schools must be im- 
proved first, for they have the broad base of 
influence on the most young people. There are 
today a tremendous number of Georgians who 
fail to finish even the seventh grade, not to 
mention the twelfth. 

Afterward, the growing number of gradu- 
ates must be given the opportunity to receive 
fine higher education here in Georgia. The 
state has many, and splendid, public-supported 
colleges, but they are largely operated by stu- 
dent funds. Eventually the people must put 
more money into their colleges so that lowered 
tuition rates will widen the base of higher 
education. 

The junior college program must be pushed, 
so that many who choose the less-specialized 
professions may secure two years of college work. 

Both Georgia and the South must constantly 
strive to widen the fields of graduate education 
so college students will not have to go elsewhere 
in the nation for specialized learning. 


All that the governor said was true, and 
he must be given credit for providing many 
of the influences for Georgia’s greater op- 
portunity. He supported vigorously the wide 
program of better education through better 
schools and better health through more and 
better hospitals. 


The people can participate in these things, 
and know that Georgia is going forward, but 
they need other signs, too. Many of the roads 
in Georgia are substandard. And many of the 
votes are substandard, too, through courtesy of 
the county unit system. 

These things probably will be worked out— 
extended higher education, better roads and bet- 
ter distribution of the ballot—for Georgia is 
going ahead in all fields.

Top Recipes of the Week 
For Fresh Strawberry Pie 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
This is the time to enjoy strawberries. Fresh ones, with an 
all-too-short season, are coming in from Georgia as well as South 
Carolina and Tennessee. For the past week we have had many 


discussions about strawberry pie. 


Folks seem to have different 
Opinions as to what is a good 
pie. We did some testing at 
homie and believe we have the 
best recipes to suit all tastes in 
this column. 

My choice is definite so that 
recipe heads the list. The pie is 
not only beautiful to look at but 
wonderfully flavored because 
the berries are not cooked. 
Then, too, it is the easiest recipe 
and that always wins my per- 
sonal vote. Here it is: 


GLAZED STRAWBERRY PIE 
25 cup sugar 
24% tablespoons cornstarch 
1 cup water 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
Few drops red coloring 
1 quart fresh strawberries 
1 baked 9-inch pastry shell 
1 cup whipping cream 

Mix sugar and cornstarch in 
heavy pan. Add water gradual- 
ly, stirring until smooth. Add 
lemon juice. Cook over moder- 
ate heat, stirring constantly, un- 
til mixture thickens and  be- 
comes clear. Cool slightly, then 
add red coloring to desired 
shade. Wash, drain, hull straw- 
berries. Cut berries in half and 
add to cornstarch mixture. Stir 
gently until berries are coated 
with the mixture. Spoon glazed 
berries into cooled pie _ shell. 
Either cover entire top with 
whipped cream or ring whipped 
cream around outside to make a 
collar effect. This is very dra- 
matic and shows off the bright 
filling. Makes one 9-inch pie.

TWO-CRUST BERRY PIE 
3 cups fresh strawberries 
l cup sugar 
4 tablespoons flour OR 
1 tablespoon cornstarch 
4 teaspoon cinnamon 
Pastry for two-crust pie 
1 tablespoon butter 

Wash, sort and hull berries. 
Combine sugar, flour (or corn- 
starch) and cinnamon, 

Mix lightly through berries. 
Pour into 8-inch pastry lined 
tin. Dot with butter. If fruit is 
dry, sprinkle with two table- 
spoons water. Cover with top 
crust. Bake in a hot oven, 425 
degrees, 35 to 45 munutes or 
until crust is nicely browned 
and juice begins to bubble 
through the slits in crust. Serve 
slightly warm, not hot. Makes 
one 8-inch pie. 

To a generation of pie eaters 
nothing takes the place of the 
light, airy chiffon or “ice-box” 
pie. To the many. brides who 
can't make pastry, this type pie 
is a sure fire success because
